Many other Saints have lived under 
the* ſame Apprehenſions of it, and 
St. Arſenius declared in his laſt Sick- 
refs, that fince his Retirement into 
the Deſert, he bad not paſſed one Day 
without Fear. And *tis no Wonder 


that thoſe who look farther than this 
» preſent World ſhould be terrified with | 
the Thoughts of that Day, which will | 


decide their eternal Lot; a Day ſuf- 


ficient to ſtrike Terror into the Hearts 
of thoſe who conſider it with due At- 
tention. The. Saints did not content 
themſelves with a. paſſing Glance of 


this laſt and dreadful Day, but they 


conſidered duly every Circumſtance re- 
lating to it; they conſidered. the Ho- 
lineſs, Wiſdom, Power, and Majeſty * 
of him before whom they were 10 
appear, and the exact Account they ©! 


were to give of every Thought, Word, 
end Action of their whole Lines;

4 neral, tis pronounced upon 


all the Children of Adam; 
neither Wealth, nor Strength, nor Wiſ- 
dom, nor all the Power of this World, 
can exempt any one from this common 
Doom. From the firſt Moment of our 
Birth we are haſtening to our Death: 
Every Moment brings it nigher. But tho” 
Death is certain, nothing is more uncer- 
tain than the Time, the Place, and all 
other Circumſtances ; only certain it is that 
we mult die, and that, as it almoſt always 
happens, much ſonner than we imagine. 
It is no leſs certain we can die but 


once; and when once we have ſet our 
A 4 Feet 
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it will be always well; but if once ill, it 
will be ill for all Eternity. O dreadful 
Moment, upon which depends an endleſs 
Eternity! O the Folly and Stupidity of 
the greateſt Part of Men, who tho' they 
daily ſee ſome or other of their Friends, 
Acquaintance or Neighbours, carried off 
by Death, and that very oſten in 
the Vigour of their Youth, by ſudden 
Death, yet always imagine Death to 
be at a Diſtance from them! O ſenſeleſs 


Worldlings, why will you not open your 


Eyes? Why will you fondly imagine 
yourſelves ſecure from the Stroke of 
Death, when you cannot ſo much as 
promiſe yourſelves one ſingle Moment ? 
How many will die .before the End of 
this Month, as young, as ſtrong, and as 
healthy as you are? How little then 
would this World appear, if we always 
kept Eternity in View? How weak 
would all its Charms become, if we con- 


ſidered and were convinced in our Hearts, 
that they are the Sceds of everlaſting Mi- 


fery and Torments? Would Men to ea- 
ily venture'upon, the Violation of God's 
holy Law, if they remembered that there 
is a Day to come, in which that Law 
would judge them, and if found guilty, 


doom them to eternal Flames? Would 


they 


Feet within the Gates of Eternity, there 
is no coming back. If we die once well,

they have the Boldneſs to live on for

it of mortal Sin, if they reflected ſeriouſly 
Iful that Death may ſurprize them in that 
less State; and if it ſhould ſurprize them, 
of they are loſt without Remedy? No cer- 
ey tainly ; all criminal Pleaſures, preſented 
* to a Heart penetrated with theſe Truths, 
off would loſe their Reliſh. Innocence 
75 muſt afford them an effectual Preſerva- 
len tive againſt Sin; and the moſt corrupt 
to Temper would grow. uneaſy under the 
WA Stings and Terrors they leave behind 
_ them. 


It therefore highly concerns us all to 
make our whole Life a continual Prepa- 
ration for Death. This is the only End 


2 for which it was beſtowed upon us, and 
of for which it has been till now, and is ſtill 
* continued to us by the divine Bounty. If 
_ hitherto we have not anfwer'd theſe Pur- 
ys poſes, tis now high Lime to think ſeri- 
ae ouſly of it. And, haw happy are we that 
2 it is ſtill Time? What a Mercy is it that 
0. we have not been cut off, whilſt we were 
74 guilty of mortal Sin, which has been our 
wh Caſe ſo often! Where ſhould We now 
58 be, if this had happened to us, asl it has 
40 to Millions before us? Can we think ef 
9 it without trembling Can we. think. of 
. it without a Senſe of Gratitude to the 


infinite Goodneſs [that has preſerved us, 
17 4 5 and 
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and without a Hatred to thoſe Sins which 
would have rendered us eternally unhap- 
py? Theſe are doubtleſs the Fruits which 
God's Forbearance expects of us. This 
is the Uſe we ought henceforward to 
make of it ; and then Death will ceaſe to 
be an Evil to us. For though Death 
joined with Sin be the greateſt of Evils, 
it is a real Good without it, as being a 
ſecure Paſſage to a happy Eternity. 

Since then we are created to be happy, 
and our Happineſs. depends upon dying 
well, it follows, that the principal Buti- 
neſs of our Life ought to be a Preparati- 
on for Death. This is that one only and 
neceſſary Thing, which admits of no Dit- 


penſation; and every Thing in this World 


ought to yield, and be ſacrificed to: it. 
Intereſt, Honour, and Pleaſure, are to 
be conſulted no other Ways than as 
they have a Reference to Living and 
Dying well. The Prophet 1/azas ſent by 
God to King Exzekias, to forewarn him 
of his approaching End, delivered his 
Meſſage in theſe Words; Put thy Houfe 
in order, for thou ſbalt die, and thou ſhalt 


not live. Follow then the Advice of the © 


Prophet, Put thy Houſe in order; expect 
not the Approach of Death to fettle the

L your laſt Diſtreſs both to Mind and Bo-

1 Scene of Life. Conſider therefore, 
Chriſtian Reader, what Condition thy 
Houſe is in. Examine every Part of it 
with a diligent and impartial Eye: Is thy 
Faith built upon that Rock which Chriſt 
ſpeaks of ? Is it Proof againſt all Storms 
of Temptations and Perfecutions? Is there 
a Foundation of Humility laid deep 
enough to bear the Superſtructure of all 
other Virtues? Are the Doors and Win- 
dows of thy Houſe, I mean, thy Senſes, 
ſtrongly guarded againit the Aſſaults of 
Vanity, and fleſhly Luſts? Does nothing 
appear on the Outſide, that may ſcanda- 
lize ? Is it furniſhed ſuitable to the infi- 
nite Dignity of that Divine Gueſt who is 
to lodge in it? Does the Holy Ghoſt make 
his conſtant Abode there; or do we not 
often entertain his mortal Enemy? We 
may eaſily judge the State it 1s in, if we 
but reflect who governs, and what Order 
is kept, in our ſpiritual Concerns. Is 
oufe there a Time ſet apart for Prayer, ſpiri- 
halt tual Reading, Examination of Conſcience, 
the and other Devotions, as well as for world- 


pect ly Employ ments? Where theſe Diſpoſi- 
the tions are found, and when Piety and the 
our Fear of God keeps Poſſeſſion of our 
tun- Hearts, then the Holy Ghoſt dwells in

the Soul; and where that Spirit is, all 
muſt be well diſpoſed, and ſuch a Soul is 
always prepared for her laſt End. Whence 
it appears, that the Preparation we are to 
make for Death, is no other than that 
which well fits us for Heaven. But if 
none of theſe Gifts, or Graces, are tound 
in her at the Entrance into the other 
World, what other Fate can ſhe expect, 
than to be for eyer excluded from that 
bleſſed State ? For how can they pretend 
to the Glory of the Saints, v ho neglect 
in this Life to lay the Foundation of 
it, remain void of thoſe neceſſary pre- 
vious Diſpoſitions by which the Sainte 
took care to prepare themſelves for it ? 
For how can they lay Claim to the Re- 
ward of Virtue, who bring not with them 
the Virtues to entitle them to it? It is a 
Folly to think to paſs from a Life of Sin, 
to a State wholly inconſiſtent with it. 
The Saints and Angels are without Spot 
or Stain, and none but thoſe who follow 
their Example, can be Partakegs of their 
Glory. So that whoever cheriſhes any 
criminal Paſſion, and continues in this 
Way till Death, without Repentance, 
whither, alas, muſt he go? Heaven will 
not receive him, the Flames of Purgatory 
are not ſufficient to cleanſe; him, nothing 
then' remains for him, but everlaſting 


Horror and Confuſion. Once more put 
this

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this Queſtion to yourſelves : Are your 
Souls in readineſs for Death? Would you 
be willing to appear this Day before your 
Judge? Have you made a ſufficient Pre- 
paration for it? Happy they who can con- 
ndently ſay they have; happy they who 
are ſo far advanced in the great Work 
of Salvation, that their laſt Hour, when- 
ever it comes, may find it fully finiſhed; 
But if, upon due Conſideration, you have 
Reaſon to fear your Souls are not pre- 
pared to appear before your Judge, loſe 
no Time, but immediately return to God 
remember once more, that tho* Death is 
certain, nothing is more uncertain than 
the Cizcumitances of it: No Man, tho” 
in the moſt perfect State of Health, can 
make any Gueſs whether Death will come 
early or late, ſudden or foreſeen, and this 
of all Circumitances hid from us, 1s 
the moſt frightful; for tho* the preciſe 
Time of its coming were kept from our 
Knowledge, yet if we were but ſure it 
would not ſeize us on a ſudden, this, at 
leaſt, would be ſome Comfort: But alas) 
this is denied us; and the Reaſon: why it 
is denied us, is, becauſe God will oblige 
us to be always watchful, and in a Rea- 
dineſs for his Summons in what Time ſo- 
ever, and in what Manner he ſhall call 
upon us. Conſider then the Uncertainty 
of human Life, the weak Foundation

upon which it is built, how many Acci- 


dents may rob us of it, and what is moſt 
terrifying, how little Security we have 
that it will not be ſnatch'd from us by a 
ſudden Death. Impiove then theſe Truths, 
and draw ſuch inſtructive Inferences from 
them, as may bring you hereafter to eter- 
nal Glory, Conlider then what a Folly 
It is to ſet our Hearts upon this World, 
when Death may deprive us of them 
every Moment, and will certainly take 
them away from us ſome Time or other, 
It is the Advice ef our Saviour to the 
Apoſtlee, Lay not vp Treaſures (ſays Chriſt) 
for yourſelves upon Earth, where the Mhth 
and the Warm doth corrupt, and where 
Thieves break in and jteal. For what wiſe 
Man would ſet his Heart, or be ſolicitous 
to heap up Treaſures, were he ſure they 
werte to become a Prey to Thieves? Now 
our Saviour afſures us, that Death will 
come like a Thief, and fooner or later 
will deprive us of whatever we poſſeſs. 
Honours, Riches, Pleaſures, Friends, and 
Rel:tions, all muſt be left behind; * 
our Works, Whether good or bad, will 
ſtick to us, and accompany us to the 
Throne of God; if good, to fave us; if 
bad, to condemn us. What a Folly then 
is it, to love this World, or any Thing 
in it, to the Prejudice of our eternal Sal- 
vation? / I's for this Reaſon, St. Paul,

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writing to the Corinthians ſays, Thas 
therefore, Brethren, 1 ſay unto you, Tims 
is ſhort, It remains then that bath thoſe, 
who have Wives, be as if they had them 
not; and thoſe who weep, be as if they 
wept not; and thoſe who rejoi ce, be as if they 
rejoiced not; and thoſe who buy, as if they 
poſſeſſed not; and thoſe who uſe this Morld, 
be as if they uſed it not; for the Figure of 
this World paſſes, 1 Cor. vii. 29, 30, 31. 
Follow then the Advice of this great 
Apoſtle, keep thy Heart diſengaged from 
all inordinate Affections to the Things of 
this Life, that even amidſt the Poſſeſſion 
of them, you may enjoy the ſame Liberty 
of Spirit, as if you actually renounced 
both the one and the other. Tis for this 
Reaſon St. Peter exhorts all Chriſtians to 
be as Pilgrims or Travellers in this World; 
beczule as I ravellers, tho' they make 
uſe of the Conveniencies they meet with 
upon the Road, yet they have always 
their Journey's End before them; in like 
manner, Chriſtians qQught to have their 
Thoughts fo turned towards Death, which 
is the End of their Journey, that whilſt 
they uſe the Things of this Life, accord- 
ing to the Order of Providence, that is, 


within the Bounds of Neceſſity and rea- 


ſonable Convenience, their Hearts m 

ſtill remain free from all Sorts of inordi- 

nate Love to Creatures. For ſince all

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inordinate Affections are contrary to the 


Chriſtian Spirit, and an Obſtacle to Sal- 
vation, this alone ought to be a Motive 7 
enough to keep our Hearts from them; 1 
and the Difficulties they, will add to the 
Terror of Death, is ſtill a more power- he 
ful Conſideration, to apply yourfelves to we 
an entire Diſengagement from all Clogs þ 
of this nature.

World ! Haiten then to remove from your ta

Take Care to ſet a great Value upon 
the Time preſent; remember Time is tha 
given us by Almighty God, for the gain- 


ing of Eternity; that if we manage it as gu 
we ought, Wwe may. improve it to an in- tha 
finite Good, becauſe an infinite Good may EF wh 
be purchaſed with it; and this is ſufficient "MF Rex 
to ſhew it is a. Treaſure of an infinite alot 
Value. And if we conſider that this in- «6 1 
eſtimable Treaſure is wholly uncertain, it ſo 
and not to be ſecured by any Power under is be

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Heaven, even for one ſingle Moment, we 
cannot, without maniteſt Folly, and the 
Danger of loſing. our Souls, neglect the 
Improvement of thoſe precious Moments, 
which we are in Poſſeſſion of. For if we 
eltcem thoſe little better than Fools, who 
wilfully flip an Opportunity of ſome con- 
fiderable temporal Advantage, becauſe the 
like may never be offered againg how 
great a Folly muſt they then be guilty of, 
who tho” they have it in their Power to 
heap up Treaſures for Eternity, either 
trifle away the Opportunity that is, given 
them, or employ it to their own infinite 
Prejudice, tho” at the ſame Time they ate 
not cnly uncertain how ſoon it may be 
taken from them, but are alſo ſure, when 
it is once Joſt, it is never more to be re- 
cover'd? Oh! what a ſtabbing Thought 
mult it be to the damned Souls. in Hell, 
to reflect that Time will be no more! 

Conſider therefore, Chriſtian Reader, 
that Lime well managed is the richeſt 

Jewel we can poſſeſs; that the Conti- 
nuation of it is wholiy uncertain, and 
that at beſt of no long Continuance, and 
when once it is loſt, it is loſt for ever. 
Remember the Time preſent, of which 
alone we are ſecure, challenges our high- 
eſt Value; and that we ought to manage

Advice of our Saviour, Be watchful, for 
ye know net the Day nor Hour. We ought 
therefore ever to be fo watchful over our 
ſelves, as never to be unprepar'd ; for 
tho* no Man can fence himſelf againſt 
ſudden Death, yet it is in the Power o 
every Chriſtian to ſecure himſelf againft 
an unprovided one, becauſe it is in his 
Power to live ſo as to be always pre- 
pared ; and if he be at any Time unpre- 
pared, he then expoſes himſelf to the un- 
happy Conſequences of a ſudden Death, 
becauſe it may ſeize him whilſt he is in 
that unhappy State; and for this Reaſon 3 
our bleſſed Saviour ſo frequently forewarns 
his Diſciples of the Suddenneſs of his fu- 
ture Coming, to imprint the more lively 
Ideas of it in their Hearts, and generally 
- concludes his Diſcourſes relating to that 
Subject, with this Admonition; Be watch- © 
ul, for ye know not the Day nor Hour. 
One would think that this Admonition, 
ſo frequently repeated by Chriſt himſelf, * 
would ſuffice to make Men watchful over 
themſelves ; but alas, the Caſe is quite 
otherwiſe ! For what is more directly op- 
polite to the Watchfulneſs required of us, 
than the State of mortal Sin, wherein 
whoever dies, is loſt without Remedy? 
O God, what a Blindneſs and Infatua- 
tion is this! that Men who believe there 
is a World to come, wherein the Juſt 
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wall be eternally rewarded, and the Wicked 
eternally united, ſhould have the Bold- 
neſs to hazard themſelves in a State, in 
u hich,, was Death to ſeize them, they 
mult be loſt to all Eternity]! How comes 
it Men, who naturally fly from all that 
is painful, are not awed with the Fear of 
Hlell- Fire? Is it in hopes of attoning by 
a future Repentance? But alas! how 
many have been loſt by that Way ? How 
many have been cut off in the midſt of 
their Diſorders, tho' they hoped to have 
made all Scores clear by an Act of Re- 
pentance ? How many, flattering them- 
ſelves with theſe falſe Securities, have 
been ſuddenly overtaken by the divine 
Juſtice, and have been. awakened by the 
ſcorching Flames of Hell, when neither 
the Advice of Friends, ghoſtly Father, 
God's ſecret Inſpirations, nor the loud 
Thunder of his Threats, could wake 
them from the Lethargy, whilſt they were 
in a Condition to prevent the fatal Blow, 
by a timely Repentance? O let their 
Misfortune be a Fore-warning to us; let 
their paſt Follies be our Inſtructions ; it 
is better to grow wiſe at the Expence of 
others, than by our own Experience. 
Conſider, Chriſtian Reader, that if thoſe 
miſerable Souls, who are now burning, 
and ſhall burn for all Eternity, in the

Advancement you make in Virtue; 
make an Act of Conttition for the Fail- 
ings you have fallen into during the 
Week ; lay them up in your Memory 
for the next Confeſhon ; purpoſe to be 
more watchful over yourſelf for the fu- 
ture. 

5, Have a great Devotion to the Paſ- 
ſion of Chriſt, and often meditate upon 
his Suffetings. 

6. Be particularly devout to his bleſſed 
Mother ; take her for your Mother, and 
ſeek upon all Occations her Protection 
and her Prayers: But learn withal to 
imitate her Virtues. 

7. Study to find out your predominant 
Paihon, and labour with all your Power 
to root it out. 

8. Let not the Day paſs without 'offer- 
ing to God ſome Acts of Contrition for 
thy paſt Sins; and ſtrive to maintain in 
thy Soul a, penitential Spirit. | 

9. Beware of Self-loye as thy greateſt 
Enemy, and often uſe Violence to your- 
ſelf by Self-denial and Mortifications; 
and remember the Kingdom of Heaven is 
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nct to be taken but by Violence, Matth. 
ii. chap, v. 12. 

10. Give Alms according to thy Abi- 
lity : For Judgment without Mercy to 
him that has not ſhown Mercy. St. James 
Il. v. 13. Set a great Value upon ſpi- 
ritual Alms-deeds, by ſtriving all you can 
to reclaim unhappy Sinners; and for that 


End daily bewail their Miſery ia the 


Sight of God. 

11. Be exact in all the Duties of your 
Calling, as being to give an Account one 
Day to that great Maſter, who has al- 
lotted to each one of us our reſpective 
Station in his Family. 

12. Remember always thy laſt Things, 
and you ſhall never ſin.

a Pious 
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The End for which Man was Created. 


F all Things neceſſary for Man to 
know, the End for which he 1s 
placed in this World, deſerves 

the firſt Place; - becauſe, being a reaſon- 
able Creature, he ought to act for a final 
End, in the Enjoyment whereof he may 
hnd his eternal Happineſs : Now he can- 
not act for this End, without a Know- 
ledge of it, which excites a Deſire, makes 
him . ſearch for, and employ the Means 
for obtaining it. A Man who knows 
not his laſt End, is like a Beaſt, beciuſe 
he regards my eg preſent, Things 

ma- 
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material and ſenſible, after the Manner 
of Brutes; and in this is ſo much the 
more miſerabie than they, ſince they find 
in theſe material Things, the Felicity 
they are capable of ; but he, inſtead of 
finding Repoſe, meets with nothing but 
Diſguſts, and the Source of endleſs Miſ- 
fortunes. 

Recolle& then your I houghts, and re- 
flect upon three Things: What you are, 
who made you what you are, and for 
what End. 


Cenſiderationt. 


1. OOnſider, You are a Man, that is, a 

Creature endowed with Reaſon and 
Underſtanding, compoſed of a Body whoſe 
Structure is admirable, and of a reaſon- 
able and intellectual Soul, made to the 
Image of God. You are the molt perfect 
of all viſible Creatures. 

2. Conſider, You are not made by your- 
ſelf, for that is impoſſible ; you have re- 
ceived from another all that you have: 
and from whom have you received it, 
but from him who has created Heaven 
and Earth, and who is the Author of all 
Things? It is he who hath formed your 
Body in your Mother's Womb, and who 
hath created your Soul by his Power. You 
are the Work of a God; and beſides the 


Father you have on Earth, you have 
another 
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another in Heaven, to whom you owe 
your All. 

3. Conſider, Why did God make you? 
Be attentive, for what End think you, 
did God place you in this World? Was 
it to enjoy the Pleaſures and Content- 
ments of this Life? To heap up Riches ? 
To acquire Glory and Reputation among 
Men ? Nothing leſs ; you have a Soul too 
noble to be deſtined to ſuch wretched and 
periſhable Things: Pleaſures are changed 
into Pain, Riches periſh, and Glory va- 
niſheth. Is it to continue a long time 
upon Earth, to find there your Happineſs, 
and to look for nothing after this Life? 
If it be ſo, there is no Difference betwixt 
you and Beaſts, But does not this fo 
noble a Soul, which God hath beſtowed - 
on you, endowed with Underſtanding, 
Will, and Memory, capable to know all 
Things, clearly manifeſt, that you are 
created for a higher and more honourable 
End? Doth not this Figure of the Body 
you bear, the Stature erect, the Head on 
high, and Eves raiſed towards Heaven (a 
Figure oppolite to that of Beaſts, which 
look only upon the Earth) teach you 
that you are not made for the Earth ? 

4. Conſider, God made you for no- 
thing leſs than himſelf, to poſſeſs and en- 
joy him in Heaven. He has not judged 


the moſt beauteous of his Creatures wor- 
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thy of you, he has given himſelf to be 
the Object of your Happineſs : For this 
Reaſon he gave you a Soul, formed to 
his Image, capable of poſſeſſing him; and 
which, by reaſon of this Capacity, is ne- 
ver content nor ſatisfied with the Poſſeſ- 
ſions and Delights of this Life: Vour laſt 
End is not in the Enjoyment of Creatures, 
but of God himſelf. Vou are created to 
be happy by the Poſſeſſion of God in Hea- 
ven, and to reign with him in a Felicity 
incomprehenſible to human Underſtand- 
ing; and this for all Eternity. 


Concluſion. 


Ake here holy Reſolutions, to aſ- 
M pire to that happy End for which 
you were created, and to labour careful- 
ly to make yourſelf worthy, by a- Life 
not unbecoming a Child of God, de- 
ſigned to poſſeſs Heaven and God him- 
ſelf. This is to be done by flying Sin, the 
only Obſtacle which can divert you from 
it, and deſtroy.you for ever; and by em- 
bracing Virtue, the only Path which leads 
tO It.

Of the Excellency of the State sf a Chrit- 
tian, and the Obligations belonging to it. 


T* Obligations of a Chriſtian, doubt- 

leſs, are very great, and far more ſo 
than what the Generality of Chriſtians 
imagine. They oblige you to believe 
firmly all that God hath revealed to us 


by his Son Jeſus Chri/t, comprized un- 


der four Heads; viz. The Myſteries of 
Faith, the Maxims he preached, the Re- 
compence of the Good, and the Puniſh- 
ment of the Wicked. You was admitted 
to Baptiſm only upon this Condition. 
The Prieſt demanded of you previouſly, 
Do you believe in the Father, in the, Son 
our Saviour and Redeemer, and in the 
Holy Gho/t ? And you anſwered, by the 
Mouth of your Godfather, Credo, I be- 
lieve. But remember, this Faith ought 
to be Firm, Generous, and Efficacious. 
Firm, not doubting of any thing thar 
ought to be believed. Generous, not be- 
ing aſhamed to make Profeſſion of it be- 
fore Men. Eficacious, living according 
to the Truths you believe, and not by 
your Actions giving the Lye unto your 


Faith; imitating many Chriſtians, who, 
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as the Apoſtle ſays, Confe/s as Christ 
with their Mouths, and deny him by their 
Works, Tit. i. 


Confederations. 

1. O Onſider, By the Baptiſm which be 

have received, you are wathed 
from original Sin by the Merits of the 
Blood of Fe/us Chriſt; Apoc. i. delivered 
trom the univerſal Curſe of Mankind in- 
curr'd by Sin; freed from the Power of 
the Devil; Epbeſ. ii, You have been 
made the Child of God, the Diſciple of 
 Teſus Chrift your Saviour; Gal. ii, You 
have acquired God for your Father, Feſus 
Cirift for your Maſter; Matth. xxiii. 
Your Inſtructor, vour Example, and ror 
the Rule of your Life ; the holy Church 
ſor your Mother and Guardian; the An- 
gels for your Protectors; the Saints for 
your Interceſſors: You have been made 
the Temple of God, who dwells in you 
by Grace, 1 Cor. iii. The Heir to his 
eternal Kingdom, 7ac. ii. from the Right 
and Hope whereof you were fallen for 
ever; and you are brought back into the 
ſecure Way to arrive there, being made a

out of which there is no Salvation, and 


wherein you are now illuminated with 
the Light of the Faith of Je Crit, 
inſtructed by his Doctrine, nourithed with 
| bis 
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his precious Body and Blood, aſſiſted by 
his Grace, furniſhed with all the neceſſary 


Means for your Salvation. O God, how 
noble and how honourable is the State of 

a Chriſtian | 
2. Conſider, That the Profeſſion of 
Chriſtianity obliges you to renounce the 
Devil and all his Works. I his is alſo 
a Condition upon which you were ad- 
mitted to Baptiſm. "The Prieſt demand- 
ing, Do you renounce the Devil, and all 
his Pomps, and all his I/orks? You an- 
ſwer d, Abrenuntio, I rexcunce. Have you 
ever reflect:d upon this Renunciation, 
and do you comprehend it? It is a ſo- 
lemn Profeffion which you have made, not 
to ſerve the Devil, nor follow his Pomps, 
that is, the falſe Apnearances of earthly 
Goods and Pleaſures, by the Love of 
which he endeavours to ſeduce and de- 
ſtroy Men; and to fly from all his Works, 
that is, Sin, of which he is the firſt Author. 
It is a Promiſe you have made to God in 
the Hands of the Church, in the Sight of 
the Angels, and wherein, as St. Auguſtin 
ſays, (S. Aug. I. iv. de Symbolo ad Catech. 
C. 4.) you have made a Renunciation, 
not ſpeaking to Men, but to God, and 
the Angels, who are Witneſſes and De- 
poſitaries of your Word, and who care- 
fully keep it in Heaven. You are oblig- 
cd to obſerve this Renunciation which

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you have made ; you have abjur'd the De- 
vil by your Words, you muſt alfo abandon 
him by your Life and Actions, if you will 
not be accounted a perfidious Fugitive. 

3. Conſider, The Profeſſion of a Chriſ- 
tian obliges you to live in Innocence, fly- 
ing Sin more than Death, and practiſing 
the Virtues of a Chriſtian. Jo admo- 
niſh you of this Obligation, the Prieſt, 
aiter he had baptized you, cloathed you 
with a white Garment, ſaying, Receive 
this white Garment, which may you carry 
unſtain'd before the Tudgment- Seat of God. 
To make you remember, by that exte- 
rior Whiteneſs, and by thoſe Words, to 
preſerve carefully the Beauty and interior 
Purity which your Soul had then receiv'd 
by the Grace of Daptiim, Meditate well 
upon theſe Words, and call to mind what 
will befall you at the Judgment of God, 
if you defile that Innocence by a Life of 
Sin. This white Robe, with which you 
have been cloathed, will condemn you in 
that dreadful Day ; the Prieſt who bap- 
tiz'd you, will riſe up againſt you, and 
demand of God Vengeance for abuſing 
the Grace of your Baptiſm. 


Concluſion, 
V OU are a Chrittian by the Grace of 
God; daily call to mind the Favour 
God beſtowed upon you in the Day of 
your 
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your Baptiſm ; without this Favour which 
God had ſhown you, you could never have 
been ſav'd : For there is no Salvation with- 
out Faith, and without profeſſing the Chriſ- 
tian Catholick Religion. Where would 
you have been, had not God ſhewed you 
this Mercy? Remember the Promiſes you 
have/ made, have you been faithful to 
them? At leaſt, will you be ſo for the 
future? ls it poſſible you ſhould return 
to that Enemy you have ſo ſolemnly te- 
nounc'd ? Is it poſſible we ſhould not fix 
our Affections upon a God, who hath 
lov'd us ſo much?

GHAP. III. 


Of the Knowledge of one's Self, very 
' neceſſary for all Mankind. 


A Monegſt all the Means which conduce 

to Virtue, the Knowledge of one's 
Selt is one of the moſt important; and 
it is ſo neceſſary, that it is impoſſible to 


attain to Virtue without it. For this 


Reaſon it hath: always been ſo much re- 
commended by Authors who have writ- 
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ten of a Chriſtian Life; and the Pagans 


themſelves have always had it in much 
Eſteem, having received as an Inſttuc- 
tion come from' Heaven, theſe two 
Words, which were written upon the 
Gates of the Temple of Apollo at Delphos, 
Know thyſelf. By this Knowledge is to 
be underſtood a ſerious and frequent Re- 
flection on the Inclinations of the Soul, 
the Paſſions which rule there, the V ices 
which ſpring up or increaſe, that. they 
may be corrected with proper Remedies 
according as they are diſcovered. 

This Know! dge is neceſſary for all 
Men; and for want of exerciſing them- 
ſelves therein, the greateſt part of them 
remain all their Lives ſubject to many 
Vices. 


Conſiderations. 

I. OOnſider, The Knowledge of yourſelf 

as a Thing which is infinitely neceſ- 
ſary, and will be of great Service; it is 
the Advice of the Holy Ghoſt himſelf, 
in that excellent Inſtruction in the thirty- 
ſeventh Chapter of Eccleſiaſticus, by 
the Mouth of the Wiſe Man; Son, ex- 
amine your Soul all your Life-time 3 and 
if you find her inclined to Evil, give her 
not Liberty, Eccl. xxxvii. He gives the 
Reaſon in another Place : Becauſe a Soul 


which kath a Propenſion to Wickedneſs, will 
deſiroy 
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deſtroy him wha poſſeſſeth her, ib. vi. And 
in the eighteenth Chapter he gives us to 
underſtand what it is, not to give LibertY 
to aur Soul, viz. not to follow her Mo- 
tions and depraved Inclinations, but care- 
fully to repreſs them. Run net, ſays he, 
after your Concupiſence, and divert yours 
elf from your Affection: This is to be un- 
det ſtood when it is Evil. 1f you give to your 
Soul all ſhe defires, ſhe will make you yield 
unto your Enemies, who will rejoice at your 
Deſtruction. Ibid. xvilt. | 

2. Confider, That according to the 
Judgment of the Wiſe Man, ws muſt 
know the Inclinations of our. Soul, that 
we may repreſs them when they are wic- 
ked. It is the tuft Knowledge we muſt 
learn, and to which we muſt in good 
Time apply our Studies, that we may 
practiſe it all our Life. It is the Science 
of Sciences, without which all others are 
of no Advantage: For what doth it pro- 
fit us to know all things, and to be igno- 
rant of ourſelves ? Begin your Study with 


the Knowledge of yourſelf, (ſaith St, 


Bernard, lib. 2. de Conſideratione, cap. 3.) 
It is in vain to extend your Knowledge 10 
Toings which belong not ta you, neglecting 
your jelf,, I bat dath it advantage if eu 
gain the whole Vorl and loſe yaur aun 


Soul? Whatſoever Wiſdom you paſſeſs, if 


it bg not fo for yourſelf, the greatejt Part 
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of Knowledge is wanting. Altho" you 
ſhould know al the higheſt Myſteries of 
Faith, and all the Secrets included in Na- 
ture, if you know not yourſelf, you are like 
to him who builds without a Foundation, 
preparing a Ruin rather than an Edifice. 
And it befalls them who negle& this 
Knowledge of themſelves as it did that 
Philoſopher, who being 'attentive to the 
Conſideration of the Stars, fell into a 
deep Ditch for want of looking to him- 
iclf, and became the Object of Laughter 
to the Spectators. 

3. Confider, You ought frequently to 
reflect upon yourſelf, to obſerve your In- 
clinations, and the Vices to which you 
are ſubject; you will diſcover ſome Pai- 
fion for Vice, which over-rules; either 
Pride, Choler, Love of Pleaſure, or the 
like. You will diſcover others which will 
ſpring up from time to time, and which 
will increafe unleſs you carefully repreſs 
them. Sometimes it will be an Unwill- 
ingneſs to learn, and Diſobedience; ſome- 


times Sloth, often Impurity ; ſometimes 


Lying and Deceit ; ſometimes Curſing 


and Swearing ; at other times Diſcord 
and Revenge; and fo of others. When 


you thus diſcover them, permit them not 
to gIOW up. ; 5 


Con- 
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Concluſion... _ +4 
A Bore all, be diligent in THEE) of God 
frequently the Grace to know yourſelf, 
and to reform the Evil which is in you. 


O God, enlighten the Darkneſs of my Soul, 
(Pſal. xvii:) that I may know all that is 


in me diſpleaſing to thy divine Majeſty, 
and that I may amend it by thy Grace. 


Offer frequently unto him that txeellent 
Prayer of St. Auguſtin, O God, let me 
6585 my elf and  kidiv thee.” Theſe are 
the two Knowledges chiefly neceſſury; 
that of yourſelf, and that' of -God. The 
firſt produces Humility and Amend- 
ment, which is the Beginning of Virtue.

conceive a profound Reſpect, and appre-

All 
Creatures adore him, the Angels them- 
ſelves tremble at the Sight of his Grag- 
deur. All that is great in the World, is 
is but an Atom before him; and as he 
bath created all Things by one ſingle 
Word, fo he could deſtroy them all in 
one only Moment. Q immenſe Gag,

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there is none like unto thee, ſays Jeremy, 
chap. x. Thou art great, and thy Name is 
great,, O King of Nations, who will not 
ear thee® 

3. Conſider, That God is every where, 
ſees us where ever we are; all our Ac- 
tions are done in his Sight; our very 
Thoughts, even the moſt ſecret Motions 
and Diſpoſitions of our Hearts, cannot 
be concealed from his all-ſeeing Eye. In 
vain does' the Sinner flatter. himſelf in 
his Crimes, like the Libertine mention'd 
by the Wiſe Man, Eccl. xxiii. that Dark- 
neſs encompaſſes him, and Walls cover him ; 
and no one fees him whom he fears. Alas 
the Eyes of the Lord are infinitely brighter 
than the Kays of the Sun; and no Dark- 
neſs, no Clouds, no Walls or Curtains 
can keep out his piercing Sight, which 
clearly ſees the very Center of the Soul : 
And no Wonder that he ſhould clearly 
ſee what paſſes there, where he is always 
preſent. |

Of the Love of Gad. 
F the Greatneis of God oblige us to 
fear and honour him with a profound 
Reſpect, his Goodneſs engages us as 
much to love him, We muſt fear God 
by reaſon of his Greatneſs, which ren- 
ders him infinitely adorable; and we 
muſt love him becauſe of his. Goodneſs, 
which makes him infinitely amiable ; we 
mult not ſeparate theſe two Things, 
Fear and Love. The Fear of God is the 
Beginning of Love, as the holy Scripture 


' fays, and Love is the Perfection of Fear. 


He who is without Fear cannot be juſtified, 


and he who loves not, remains in Death, 


1 Toh. i. We muſt then love God: 


For how can it be, that you ſhould not 
love 
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love Goodneſs itſelf, and him who hath 
loved you firſt? 


Conſiderations. 

I. (, Or/ider, There are two things inGod 

for which he ought to be beloved. 
The one is his Goodneſs, which he ma- 
nifeſts unto us by all the Favours and 
Bleſſings he beſtows upon us. The other 
is the Goodneſs he poſſeſſes in himſelf, 
which makes him tranſcendently amiable. 
For, if we might ſuppoſe a Thing impoſ- 
ſible, viz. That God had never ſhew- 
ed us any Favour, yet he deſerves to be 


infinitely beloved, by reaſon of the ſo- 


vereign Goodneſs, and infinite Perfecti- 
ons he enjoys in himſelf, which render 


him infinitely. amiable. Now when I ſay 


we mult love God, I ſpeak of both theſe 
two. Loves; and I mean, that we muſt 
love him for the Benefits he hath beſtow- 
ed upon us, and not only for them, but 
alſo in Conſideration of his infinite Good- 
neſs, which renders him ſo lovely, that 
in the Love of his Goodneſs conſiſts the 
eternal Happineſs of both Men and An- 
els. 

p 2. Conſider, That the Love of God, 
to be real, ought to have one very par- 
ticular Condition, - which occurs not in 
any other Love: For it doth not ſuffice 
to love God as we love Creatures, but 

; | we 
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we muſt love him above all Things, that 
is, more than all Creatures. Thou ſhalt 
live the Lord thy Gd with all thy Heart, 
Luke xx. that is, more than all other 
"Things ; ſo that you love nothing above 
him, as there is nothing greater or more 
amiable than he; nor nothing equal to 
we as there is nothing which can equal 

im. 

3. Conſider, The Love of God conſiſts 
in preferring God before all Things; be- 
iore the Goods of the World, Pleaſures, 
Honour, Friends, and Life itſelf; ſo 
that you muſt be prepared never to love 
theſe Things, to the Prejudice of the 
Love you owe to God; and to be reſolved 
rather i ioie them a thouſand i imes, 
than to be wanting to the Obedience 
you are obliged to render unto him. It 
is in this Preference of God before all 
Things, wherein the eſſential Point of 
the Love of God conſiſts; a Preference 
without which it is impoffible to love 
God, or by Conſcquence to be in the 
State of Salvation. | 

4 Conſider, The Love of God js our 
laſt End. God hath placed ou in this 
World on no other Deſign than to love 
him; and that coming to know him for 
your Creator, you ſhould render that whick 
a Work owes to its Workmin,- 2x Crea- 
ture to its Creator, a Child to his Father, 

that 
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t hat is, Love: And to oblige you the 
better thereunto, he hath added all ima- 
ginable Favours, having deſigned you for 
the Enjoyment of his Kingdom in Hea- 
ven, redeem'd you when you were loſt, 
and redeem'd you by the Death of his 
only Son ; called you to the Grace of 
Chriſtianity, enlightened you with Faith, 
ſanctified you by his Grace, received you 
ſo often into his Mercy, and replaced 
you among his Children, after you had 


rievouſly offended him; and a thou- 


ſand other Bleſſings hath he beſtowed up- 
on you. O, how is it poſſible not to love 
a God who hath loved you ſo much! 


| Concliſion. 

Ften in your Heart, and with your 
O Lips, form Acts of the Love of 
God; wiſh often that God be ſerv'd and 
lov'd as he deſerves. Be troubled when 
you ſee him offended ; hinder it as much 
as you can; and endeavour by your 
Words and Example to move others to 
love him. 

Beg of him frequently the Grace to 
love him as you ought, and daily ſay to

CHAP. VI. 
Againſt Delay of Repentance. 


OF all the Deceits of Satan, by which 

he deludes poor Sinners to their 
eternal Ruin, there is none greater, or 
more dangerous than this; by which he 
perſuades them to put off their Repen- 
tance and Converſion from time to time, 
til! there is no more Time for them. 
Alas! Thouſands and Millions of poor 
Souls have been thus betray'd into ever- 
laſting Flames, who never deſigned- to 
damn themſelves by dying in Sin, any 
more than any one of us at preſent does : 
But by putting off their Converſion, they 
have by a juſt Judgment of God been 
ſurprized by Death, when they leaſt 
expected it; and, dying as they lived, 
have been juſtly ſentenced to that ſe- 
cond and everlaſting Death: Unhappy 
Wretches ! who would not believe _ 
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juſt Judge, who ſo often warns them in 
the Goſpel to watch; and declares to 
them, that otherwiſe he ſhall come at a 
Time when they leaſt expect him. Ah! 
how dreadful, and how comnion are theſe 
unprovided Deaths ! 


: Confiderationr, 


. (Of ider, The great Preſumption of 


Sinners, who put off their Recon- 
ciliation with an offended God till ano- 
ther Time, ſhutting their Ears to lis 
Voice, by which he calls them at pre- 
ſent ; and refuſing him the Entrance of 
their Heart, where he ftands and knocks. 
Alas ! if he withdraws himſelf, they arc 
undone for ever: How Gare they then 
treat him with ſo much Contempt? Is it 
not an infinite Goodneſs, an inexpreſſible 
Condeſcenſion in this Sovereign Majeſty 
to call after them, when they are run- 
ing from him; and ſo carneſtiy to press 
them, without any Intereſt on his Side, 
to return to him, who is their only 
Good, and only Happineſs? What then 
ought they not to apprehend from his 
Juſtice, if they e and in- 
ſolently refuſe to embrace his Mercy ? 
How dare they pretend to diſpoſe of the 
Time to come, or promiſe themſelves 
greater Graces 7 NN than. thoſe which 
they now abuſe! Do they not know — 
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God alone is Maſter of Time and Grace; 


and that by his juſt Judgment thoſe who 


preſume to tempt him in this Manner, 
generally ſpeaking, die in their Sins? 
Ah ! ”tis too true, that he, who has pro- 
miſed Pardon to the Sinner that is ſin- 
cerely converted, has neither promis'd 
Time nor efficacious Grace to thoſe who 
Jcfer their Converſion. 

2. Conſider, The great Folly of Sin- 
ners, who put off their Converſion to 
God till another Time, upon Pretence 
of doing it more caſily hereafter : Where- 
as, both Reaſon and Experience make it 
evident, that the longer they defer this 
Work, the harder it is to bring it abour. 
And how can it be otherwiſe, ſince by 
this Delay, and by adding daily Sin to 
Sin, their ſinful Habits grow daily ſtrong- 
er and ſtronger, the Devil's Power over 
them increaſes ; and God Almighty, who 
is daily more and more provoked, by 
Degrees, is leſs liberal of his Graces, ſo 
that they become leſs frequent and Teſs 
prefling ; till at length, by accuſtoming 
themſelves to reſiſt God's Grace, they 
fall into that wretched State of Blindneſs 
and Hardneſs of Heart, the very broad 
Road of final Impenitence. 

3. Conſider, The unparallel'd Madnefs 
of thoſe who defer their Converſion up- 
on the Confidence of a Death- bed Re- 


pentance; 
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pentance ; deſigning to put a Cheat up- 
on God's Juſtice, by indulging themſelves 
in Sin all their Life- time; and then 
making their Peace with God, when 
they can fin no longer. Unhappy 
Wretches | that will not conſider that 
God is not to be jeſted with: That what a 
Man ſeweth, the ſame ſhall he reap, Gal. 
vi. v. 6. The general Rule is, that as a 
Man lives, fo he dies. A Rule fo gene- 
ral, that in the whole Scripture we have 
but one Example of a Perſon who died 
well after a wicked Life, viz. Of the 
good Thief; an Example ſo ſingular in 
all its Circumſtances, as to give no kind 
of Encouragement to ſuch Sinners, who 
entertain a premeditated Deſign of giv- 
ing the Slip to God's Juſtice by a Death- 
bed Converſion. Ah! how dreadfully 
difficult muſt it be for a dying Sinner, in 
whom the Habit of Sin by long Cuſtom 
is turned into a ſecond Nature, to attain 
to that thorough Change of Heart, that 
ſincere Sorrow and Deteſtation of Sin 
above all Evils, that Love of God above 
all Things, which he never thought of 
in his Life-time; and which now at leaſt, 
is certainly neceſſary. Ah ! how deceit- 
ful too often are thoſe Tears, which are 
ſhed by dying Sinners, (as we ſee in the 
Caſe of King Antiachus) which being 
wholly influenced by the Fear of Death, 
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prevail not with the juſt Judge. And if 
there be ſo much Danger, even when 
Tears ate plentifully ned; what mu}, 
there be when, as it commonly happens, 
either the Dulneſs and Stupidity cauſcd , 
by the Sickneſs, or the Pains and Ago- 
nies of the Body and- Mind are {6 great, 
as to hinder any ſetious Application of 
the Thoughts to the greateſt of all our 
Concerns? For if a little Head- ach- be 
cnough to hinder us from being, able to 
pray with any Devotion, what muſt the 


Agonics of Death be ? No wonder then, 


that the Saints and Servants of God 
make ſo little Account of theſe Death-bed 

Performances: Eſpecially fince, as we 
ſee by daily Experience, thoſe who have 
made the greateſt Shew of Repentance, 
when they were in Danger of Death, 

have no ſuoner eſcaped that Danger, but 
are ſtill the fame Men they were before. 


C dich foe. 

TH we plainly fee the Danger of De- 

lay of Repentance, becauſe either a 
ſudden "Death may prevent the very Poſ- 
ſibility of it; or, if our laſt Sickneſs al- 
lows us ſome time, it uſually obſtructs 
the due Performance of it with ſuch Dit- 
ficulties, as cannot but render the Since- 
rity of it very hazardous and uncertain. 


Let us not then be impoſed upon by the

What will they an- 
ſwer at chat dreadful Day of the Divine 
Judgment, when God ſhall make them 
ſre the Greatneſs and Multitude of his 
Favours, and ſhall reproach their wicked 
Ingratitude, their Infidelity, their Incon- 
ſtancy in his Service, the Blindneſs in 
which they abandoned him who is the 
Fountain of all Bleſfings, and the ſole 
Author of Salvation. 


| Conſiderations, 

1. "Onfider, We muſt always live in 

Humility, in Fear, in a Diſtruſt 
of ourſelves, and in the Exercife of good 
Works: For according to the Doctrine 
of the Council of Trent, Although every 
one ſhould firmly truſt to the Divine A-

Glory, but only to the 
Hops if enjoying it, they ought to fand 
in Fear of the Battle with the World, the 
Fleſh and the Devil, in which they mut 
yer engage; and in which they cannot con- 
gquer, unleſs. by the Grace of God they obey 
the Apoſtle, who admoniſbes us not to live 
according to the Fleſh; for if we live ac- 
cording to it, we ſhall die But if by the 
Spirit we ſhall mortify the Works of the 
Fleſh, wer ſhall live. 

22. Confider, What care you take to 
examine often the. Condition of your 
Soul, her Habits, her Inclinations, her 
Aftections, to di cover thoſe which ere 
ill, and correct them. For this Reaſon 
you muſt frequently reflect upon your- 
ſelf, and from time to time, or at. leaſt 
once a Year, review and renew your inte- 
rior State, that you may get freſh Strength 


in the Service of God, Remember tha. 


Life paſſes, Death draws near, Eternity 
approaches; Life is but a Moment, and 
on this Mement depends Eternity. O

without Intermiſſim, Luke xviii. St. 
Auguſtin ſays, that it is only granted to 
thoſe that pray for it: And the ſecond 
Council of Orange teaches us, that even 
the Faithful and Saints ought always to 
implore the Divine Aſſiſtance that they may 
arrive at a good nd, or perſevere in good 
Horks, Let us learn by this Advice 10 
work out our Salvation with Fear and 
Trembling, Phil. ii. Not to truſt to our 
own paſt Merits, but to be always upon 
our Guard, He who thinks he flands, let 
him have a Care of falling, 1 Cor. x. He 
did not ſay, he who ſhall have begun, 
but he who ſhall have perſevered unto the 
End, ſhall be ſaved, Matth. xxiv. 


Concluſion. 

Eſolve to fly the dangerous Occaſi- 
ons of offending God; for he who 
preſerves not himſelf from Danger, ſhall 
fall therein. Not to fall into Remiſſneſe, 
becaufe that eaſily. leads to Sin. To 
avoid the Sins of Omiſſion, and amongęſt 
others thoſe which ate againſt the Obli- 
gations of your State ; pious Perfons are 
frequently dectived' in this Point. To 
preferve yourſelf from a fecret Prefump-

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tion, which inſenſibly mingling itſelf with 
Virtue, is a great Diſpolition to Vice, 
and the Ruin of Virtue, To avoid a Mul- 
titude of venial Sins, which being ne- 
glected turn to mortal. He who deſpiſes 
ſmall Faults, ſays the Wiſe Man, will 
fall by little and little, þ cc). xix. O let 
us conſccrate ourſelves entirely, during 
this mortal Life, to that adorable Good- 


neſs, who gives himſelf fully to us for.
